EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 3- 
7, 15-17 and 20-26 directed to Groups II and III, species B, non-elected without 
traverse. Accordingly, claims 3-7, 15-17 and 20-26 have been cancelled. 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows:

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
fails to teach or suggest, in combination with all of the other limitations of claim 27, a 
vacuum insulator wherein the core members are disposed in a zigzag layout so as to 
form folding lines in four directions in the position between adjacent core members.
